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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6 (compounds of formula I), 7-11 (in part, i.e., formula II wherein R 3 is 
R-Ar 1 -CH(OH)-CH 2 -) and 17-24, drawn to compounds, corresponding 
composition and method of use, classified in class 544-549, subclass various 
(depending on the definitions of variables Ar 1 , Ar 2 , etc.). 

II. Claims 7-1 1 (in part, i.e., formula II wherein R 3 is hydrogen or d-Cio alkyl), 1 8, 
20 and 22, drawn to compounds and the corresponding method of use, classified 
in class 544-549, subclass various (depending on the definitions of variables Ar 2 , 
etc.). 

III. Claims 12-16, drawn to compounds of formula III, classified in class 544-549, 
subclass various (depending on the definitions of variables Ar , etc.). 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The compounds of Groups I-III are drawn to structurally dissimilar compounds. They are 
made independently and used independently. They would be expected to raise different issues of 
patentability if a compound of Group I was anticipated, the anticipatory reference would not 
necessarily render obvious a compound of groups II-III or vice-versa. They are not art- 
recognized equivalents, they are separately classified and require separate burdensome searches 
both in the literature and computer databases. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
